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Babylon Gallery to 


reopen in new year 


ART lovers got an early 
Christmas present with 
the announcement that 
Ely’s popular Babylon 
Gallery will reopen in 
the new year. 

The riverside gallery 
was forced to shut its 
doors in June after East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) slashed 
arts funding by £70,000. 

That cut meant Arts Develop¬ 
ment in East Cambridgeshire 
(ADeC) could no longer afford to 
keep the gallery open - but it will 
reopen on February 14 after an 
eight-month closure. 

The gallery, which had been

open for eight years, attracted 
about 25,000 people through its 
doors each year and a large 
portion of its funding came from 
ECDC grants. 

Jane Wilson, ADeC director, 
said: “We have been working 
very hard behind the scenes to 
ensure ADeC continues to 
deliver local access to high 
quality arts in East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

“I am delighted we have been 
able to secure our premises for 
the next 12 months with the 
support of ECDC. 

“The response from local and 
regional artists has been fantast¬ 


ic and we are now looking to 
build on support from the local 
community to help us open the 
gallery over the weekends. 

“The success of recent fund¬ 
raising activities, in particular 
our poster sale which raised over 
£1,500, will enable us to bring 
popular national touring exhibi¬ 
tions to the gallery as well giving 
a platform to some of the best 
contemporary visual artists and 
craftspeople working in the 
region.” 

The first exhibition will open 
on Valentine’s Day with work 
from Cambridge-based photo¬ 
grapher Richard Heeps. 

Cllr Fred Brown, district 
council leader, said: “The 
reopening of Babylon Gallery is 
great news for everyone in the 
district. 


“It is really important to have 
a strong cultural sector in East 
Cambridgeshire and we are 
continually working with ADeC 
to make this happen. 

“The gallery has become a 
symbol in recent years for the 
arts in the district but it is 
important to remember a huge 
amount of work is done in our 
market towns and villages to 
ensure as many people as poss¬ 
ible are able to join in the arts. 

“I am looking forward to 
seeing the exciting exhibitions 
which will no doubt come to the 
gallery and I hope to be joined by 
many residents and visitors.” 

Artist Ted Coney, who cam¬ 
paigned to save the gallery, 
welcomed the news. 

Mr Coney, of Waterside, said:

asked developers to tell them of 
any proposals they would be 
bringing forward. 

Now Cllr Bill Hunt, who 
represents Haddenham and led 
the Say No to Mereham cam¬ 
paign, has persuaded Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council to

back calls to have the proposal 
scrapped. 

Cllr Hunt said: “Imagine 
what residents felt when they 
found out what had been going 
on at EERA - an unelected body 
establish by the Office of the 
Deputy Prime Minister. It had 
been out asking developers if 
there was anything more they 
wanted building and of course 
the smash and grab raid which 
is Mereham was thrown into 
the pot again. 

“Can you imagine the shock 
people in East Cambridgeshire 
and Cottenham, Histon and 
Milton felt when they found out 
EERA hadn’t rejected the 
proposal which they should 
have done because it was 
rejected by the Secretary of 
State and one of the grounds 
was locational?” 

A motion passed by 49 
members of the council has 


called on its leader Cllr Jill 
Tuck to write to the Govern¬ 
ment and ask it to request 
EERA removes Mereham from 
the list and amend planning 
rules to deter developers from 
submitting proposals similar to 
those already rejected through 
the regional spatial strategy 
process. 

The motion said: “The 
council is concerned that, 
contrary to EERA’s own 
guidance on submissions, 
EERA feels obliged to consider 
it. Continuation of the proposal 
will inevitably incur substan¬ 
tial costs and will oblige the 
council to expend considerable 
further time and effort assess¬ 
ing Mereham as a location for 
future major housing growth 
and will further perpetuate the 
anxiety raised within the 
community.” 

Cllr David Jenkins, leader of 
the opposition Liberal 
Democrats, said: “There is 
broad support for this in this 
chamber.”

Market expansion 
plan on the cards 


Council to review growth

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A THRIVING market is 
planning to beat the 
impending recession 
with expansion plans. 

Ely’s city centre market 
could see extra pitches added 
and go beyond its current 
Thursday and Saturday 
operation with themed markets 
on different days. 

An outline business case on 
expansion for the market, 
which currently has around 40 
stalls on a Saturday, has been 
put forward by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

The council’s report said 
expansion could bring more 
visitors to Ely, “increase the 
visitor experience” for both 
residents and tourists, and 
“increase vitality of Market 
Place”. 


Andy Palmer, who has 
worked on Palmer’s fruit stall 
on Ely market for 30 years, 
backed the plans and said the 
market is doing well. 

He added: “Ely has held up 
very well with the recession. 
Ely’s a friendly sort of market 
and it’s a friendly place. It 
wouldn’t hurt to expand the 
market a bit, probably on a 
Saturday, when they probably 
need a few more stalls on the 
farmer’s market side.” 

Mr Palmer said the council 
provides an excellent market 
“toby” - or organiser - in Phil 
Burbridge. 

Tracey Harding, the 
council’s team leader for 
tourism and the town centre, 
said: “We have always had a 
thriving market in Ely and we 
want to build on that. 

“We see around six enquiries 


a month for people wanting to 
get onto our markets - that 
shows there is a lot of interest. 

“We know the peak day for 
coach drop-offs is Thursday 
already, with visitors coming to 
look at the market. Perhaps 
markets in their own towns 
aren’t doing as well.” 

The council report notes 
that: “Market pitch occupancy 
has reached maximum levels 
with no further growth 
potential unless more pitches 
can be made available on 
Saturday and Thursday, or we 
develop more specialist/ 
themed markets on other days 
of the week. 

“A review will be undertaken 
on the opportunities for 
growth for implementation in 
2009/10.”

A FRUSTRATED council 
leader is asking why the 
Government is leaving his 
“value for money” council 
to fend for itself while 
handing billions to banks 
after their “gambles 
backfired”. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, says essential services 
could be damaged after it was 
announced the authority will be 
given an increase of just 0.81 per 
cent in state funding next year. 

The council says this is an 
increase of only £53,668 - or 65p 
per person. 

Cllr Brown said: “We weren’t 
expecting much from our grant 
settlement and we were right to 
be so pessimistic. 

“It is ironic that at a time 
when the Government feels 
compelled to pump billions of 
pounds into banks because their

gambles backfired, authorities 
who have striven to give real 
value for money are left to 
pretty much fend for 
themselves. 

“This council has over the 
years made significant effi¬ 
ciency savings, which has led 
councillors to have to make very 


difficult decisions.” 

He added: “There is a real 
danger essential services will 
be damaged by a Government 
which clearly does not under¬ 
stand what the world outside 
Westminster looks like. 

“It is time they recognised 
good practice and those 
authorities that implement 
the schemes and projects 
which are demanded of 
them.” 

The reasons for the low 
settlement revolve around 
Council Tax collection and 
population, the council says. It 
argues that estimates on tax 
yield are too high, and at the 
same time population 
estimates have been revised 
downwards, hitting the grant. 

Cllr Brown said: “I think 
ministers need to realise that 
the services which we provide 
to our residents are just as 
important as ensuring we 
have a strong financial sector. 

“We will be writing to Gov¬ 
ernment to make sure they 
are fully aware of the imp¬ 
lications of their actions and

A JAPANESE professor 
who lectures on her 
country’s role in the 
Second World War says 
Cambridgeshire’s 
former prisoners of 
war deserve a full apol- 
ogy for the way they 
were treated. 

Prof Tomoyo Nakao, who 
teaches at Okayama Uni¬ 
versity in Japan, has inter¬ 
viewed many ex-prisoners 
about the cruelty they suff¬ 
ered at the hands of her 
countrymen. 

Many hundreds of men 
from the Cambridgeshire 
Regiment were locked up by 
the Japanese army in Sing¬ 
apore prison camps in the 
early 1940s, and were beaten, 
starved and forced to work 
as slaves building the 
Burma railway. 

Last week, some of the 
surviving veterans spoke 
about how they had never 
received a “proper” apology 
from the Japanese govern¬ 
ment or Japan’s emperor - 
and claimed they probably 
would never get one. 


Prof Nakao, who has vis¬ 
ited Cambridge to speak to 
former prisoners and has 
written a book about the 
issue of reconciliation, said: 
“There are young ones as 
well as veterans who are 
concerned. 

“I teach my students 
about the PoW issue, and I 
quite agree that the PoWs 


have not been given proper 
words of apology. 

“I have just published a 
book about the failure of 
post-war Japan-Anglo recon¬ 
ciliation, in which I tried to 
explain why those Japanese 
‘apologies’ issued by our 
prime ministers and emp¬ 
eror were not sufficient, and 
did not work, in spite of the 


fact that the Japanese are 
made to believe - by some 
books and in the media - 
that they were successful.” 

She added: “One of my 
students told me that after 
we discussed the issue in 
class, she had come to 
understand the importance 
and weight of the word of 
apology. 

“She said to me: ‘I do 
believe that we need to 
apologise, and that we know 
what we are apologising for.’ 

“It sounds easy but I know 
it is difficult. However, it is 
most necessary to do so. 
And it is important that we 
do not simply issue an 
apology, but that we make 
an effort to obtain forgive¬ 
ness in the real sense of the 
word.” 

Prof Nakao said: “In 
Japan, many are made to 
believe that reconciliation 
has been achieved, and that 
the PoWs are now satisfied. 
For me, that is hard to 
believe.” 

She is a member of the 
International Oral History 
Association and has just 
started a website focusing 
on dialogue between the UK 
and Japan - http://powow. 
asia 


Ex-prisoners ‘should 
forgive and forget’ 


VETERAN Len Baynes has 
urged fellow ex-prisoners to 
“forgive and forget” the 
Japanese atrocities of the 
war. 

Mr Baynes, who will be 90 in 
February, was an inmate of 
the notorious Changi prison 
camp, and was forced to 
work in the jungle on the 
Burma railway, which claimed 
the lives of thousands of 
British captives. 

He said: “We are a Christian 
country, and we should 
forgive and forget. I myself try 
to do so, and I have even 
welcomed Japanese people 
to my home.” 

In a letter to our sister paper, 
the Cambridge News, he said: 
“I regret that some of my 
fellow ex-Japanese PoWs are 
still trying to keep alive the 
resentment of 60-odd years 
ago. 

“They forget that we here live 
in glass houses. My father 
remembered the Boer War, 
when our own atrocities 
exceeded those of the 
Japanese, a little over a 
century ago. The British 
fancied that land of minerals 
such as gold and diamonds, 
occupied only by Dutch 
farmers who had no army. We 
sent a few regiments of our 
‘invincible’ soldiers, in their 
resplendent scarlet uniforms, 
to occupy the land of South 
Africa. 

“We invented concentration

camps, where we 
incarcerated the women and 
children, and many thousands 
of them died 
through malnutrition and 
disease. 

“Did the Dutch hold this 
against us? No; they fought 
alongside of us against the 
Germans in two world wars. 
“Did any of our monarchs ever 
say ‘Sorry’? Not that I know 
of. 

“Did we pay the Boers any 
compensation? No. 

“The Japanese culture in 
those days was violent, but 
the war changed it. 

“They are now mostly a 
delightful folk to know.”

Pick creatively worthwhile gifts 


ALL too often, parents spend 
a fortune on toys that are a 
hit on Christmas Day - and 
are never played with again. 

In fact, new research has found 
that 14 per cent of parents say 
certain toys were played with only 
on Christmas Day last year, a 
further 40 per cent were played with 
just a few times, and 17 per cent just 
once every couple of months. 

The main reasons parents gave 
for such toy neglect were that their 
child got easily bored with the toy 
(43 per cent), or there were limited 
things they could do with it (34 per 
cent). 

The top neglected toys last 
Christmas were puzzles (21 per 
cent), cuddly toys (14 per cent), 
computer consoles and games (13 
per cent), the latest gadget (11 per 
cent), and dolls or action figures (11 
per cent). 

The research, commissioned by

Lego UK, suggests that neglected 
toys cost UK parents and gift givers 
a total of £75 million a year. 

But how can parents avoid 
wasting money on toys which will 
be no more than a one-day wonder? 

Lego asked parents what makes 
their child play with some toys 
rather than others, and nearly a 
third said toys that fared best were 
those that allowed children to use 
their imagination. 

Other well-used toys were those 
that grabbed children’s attention 
(21 per cent), interactive products 
(19 per cent), and toys that could be 
played with in different ways (17 
per cent). 

Such toys, including creative 
sets, dressing up outfits, 
construction sets and musical toys, 
were shown in the research to be 
the gifts least likely to be neglected. 

“This research shows that the 
toys which draw on the 
imagination and encourage 
creativity are most likely to be 
played with again and again,” says 
Pat Broadhead, professor of playful 
learning at Leeds Metropolitan 
University. 

“Toys like Lego bricks and 
dressing up materials offer 
unlimited possibilities to children, 
allowing them to let their 
imaginations flow freely 

“This kind of creative play can 
be extremely beneficial in helping 
children to develop.” 

But while creative toys may help 


children’s development, they’re not 
necessarily what they want for 
Christmas. 

Certainly, the only official 
prediction of Christmas bestselling 
toys - the Toy Retailers Association 
Dream Toys Top 12 list - doesn’t 
include many creative toys. 

Instead, there’s a tendency 
towards music, film and TV- 
inspired toys, like the Star Wars 
Clone Trooper Voice Changer 
mask, the High School Musical 3 
Musical Dance Mat and the Ben 10 
Deluxe Omnitrix, a wrist-strapped 
device packed with lights, sounds, 
game play and full-screen 
characters. 

The Omnitrix contains “no 
creativity whatsoever”, says Gary 
Grant, chairman of the Toy 
Retailers Association (TRA), but is 
valuable as a toy because children 
lose themselves in an imaginary 
world when they play with it. 

“That in itself is an important 
part of growing up and playing,” 
Grant says. 

“Different toys have different 
uses, and I would say that the 
majority of toys in the Top 12 list 
are very likely to be toys that will 
continue to be played with long 
after Christmas has gone.” 

“It’s hard to say no sometimes,” 
says Lucy Edington, acting chief 
executive of the parenting charity 
Parentline Plus. 

“But it’s so important to budget 
and work out what you can 


reasonably afford, and not feel 
under pressure to spend, spend, 
spend and get into debt.” 

The charity has drawn up a list 
of beating pester power tips for 
parents, including: 

■ Don’t feel guilty for not having a 
bottomless purse. It helps to be 
honest and explain what you think 
is value for money and affordable.

THIS credit crunch 
Christmas, you may 
need to rethink what 
tree to buy. 

The price of the popular 
non-drop Nordmann Fir, 
imported from Denmark, is 
likely to be higher than ever 
this year, thanks to the 
pound’s weak performance 
against the euro and the 
Danish krone. 

The British Christmas 
Tree Grower’s Association is 
advising hard-pressed 
families to opt for different 
varieties or smaller trees to 
save money, and buy as close 
as possible to source. 

Expect to pay between £30 
and £45 for a 6ft Nordmann. 
Association secretary Roger 
Hay is advising those on a 
tight budget to go for a 
home-grown Scots pine or 
Lodgepole pine, which 
should be widely available 
and are likely to cost around 
£10 less than the same size of 
Nordmann fir. 

“These trees don’t drop 
their needles and are 
bushier and have much 
fuller branches than the 
Nordmann,” he adds. “You 
might even get cones on 
them. They also have a 
strong fragrance.” 

Before buying your tree, 
measure the space you are 
allocating it indoors, 
considering both height and 
spread to ensure a good fit. 
And leave it till the last 
minute to buy a tree, 
particularly if you are 


opting for a spruce, which 
will drop its needles quicker 
than other types. 

Once you have chosen the 
type of tree you want, the 
next question is: Should you 
buy a cut tree, a container- 
grown one or a potted one? 

Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled cut, 


container-grown and potted 
Nordmann fir and Norway 
spruce last year as soon as 
they arrived in the garden 
centres in late November. 

Researchers kept them in 
the office and watered and 
monitored them regularly 
for needle drop. After three 
weeks they tipped the potted 
and container-grown trees 
out and examined what 
roots they had. 

They found that the potted 
trees looked dull and lifeless 
after three weeks and the 
Norway spruce had lost 
most of its needles. Potted 
(containerised) trees are 


often planted in containers 
too small for the tree, 
making them difficult to 
water and look after, the 
magazine warns, and 
advises they are best 
avoided. 

Container-grown 
Christmas trees, which have 
spent their lives in a pot and 
are the most expensive 


option, performed best 
overall in the trial, looking 
healthy right to the end. 
They can survive well 
outside after Christmas and 
are a good investment if you 
want to keep a tree in the 
garden for two or three 
years. 

Cut trees, sawn off at 
ground level and stood in a 
plastic stand with a water 
reservoir, performed almost 
as well as container-grown 
trees, but usually cost less. If 
you just want an ornamental 
tree, a cut tree is the 
cheapest option. Treat it like 
a large cut flower and don’t 


forget to recycle it. 

Ceri Thomas, editor of 
Which? Gardening, says: “If 
you only want your tree to 
last for one Christmas, don’t 
bother spending money on a 
re-potted or container-grown 
tree. Instead, pick up a 
healthy cut tree from a 
reputable grower. These 
trees performed almost as 
well as a container grown 
tree, and could save you a 
few pounds.” 

So, how can you keep your 
chosen tree healthy? 

■ Choose one with a good 
shape and if you opt for a 
cut tree, pick one that has at 
least 30cm of clear trunk at 
the base. 

■ When you get it home, saw 
the bottom 3cm off the 
trunk of a cut tree and stand 
it in a bucket of water, 
somewhere cool. Clamp it 
securely into a stand with a 
water reservoir and top this 
up regularly. If the water 
disappears quickly, this is a 
good sign as it means the 
tree is absorbing it. 

■ Stand trees in a cool part 
of the room, well away from 
radiators. A living tree will 
do best in a cool room, porch 
or conservatory, especially if 
you intend to keep it. Stand 
the pot of the living tree in a 
deep saucer and keep the 
saucer topped up with water. 

■ Remember that Christmas 
trees prefer life outdoors - so 
leave it till the last minute to 
buy your tree and it should 
last you through the festive 
season.

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A good time to ponder 
advantages of sobriety 


IT’S the season to be merry 
- and when we assume 
partying MUST be 
partnered with drinking. 

Even those who are generally 
sensible tipplers throughout the 
rest of the year seem to cast 
caution to the wind as the drink 
flows freely across the nation. 

The number of pictures of the 
famous embarrassingly falling out 
of nightclubs seem to rise as fast 
as the temperature drops during 
the festivities. 

But not all celebrities lead by 
bad example, and there’s now a 
growing band favouring sobriety. 

TV presenter Fearne Cotton has 
raved about the benefits of giving 
up alcohol, which she did earlier 
this year, while Konnie Huq, 
Catherine Tate, Natasha 
Kaplinsky and Gwyneth Paltrow 
are all teetotal. 

In reality, most of us probably 
aren’t either permanently stone 
cold sober or among those anti¬ 
social binge drinkers. But 
treading a fine line between being 


a party-pooper constantly saying 
‘no’ to extra drinks or suffering 
the hazards of hangovers by 
saying ’yes’ too often can be tough. 

“It’s particularly difficult 
during this season,” agrees Dr 
Rachel Seabrook, research 
manager at the Institute of 
Alcohol Studies. 

“There’s so much pressure to 
drink because it’s associated with 
‘having fun’. 

However, it’s a good time to take 
stock of your drinking levels, 
recognise you may be tempted to 
drink more and try and set a 
sensible personal limit and stick 
to it.” 

She points out that excessive 
drinking damages the liver, and 
the symptoms may not be 
apparent until it is too late. 

“Women should bear in mind 
they are able to tolerate less 
alcohol than men. 

Also many women drink wine 
and unlike pints this can be served 
in varying sizes of glasses, which 
makes it hard to recognise how 
much they’ve consumed. 


“A glass holding 250ml can 
amount to around three units - 
the equivalent of a woman’s 
maximum alcohol intake for a day. 
Some glasses sold for personal use 
in supermarkets can hold as much 
as 440mls - that’s considerably 
more than half a bottle of wine.” 

Recent research by Cardiff 
University found that 30 to 40-year- 
old women were more likely to 
abuse alcohol than other groups. 

And Richard Hammersley, 
professor of health psychology at 
Glasgow Caledonian University 
believes that people tend to regard 
the ‘safe’ drinking limits as a 
drinking allowance rather, than 
the maximum limit on what they 
should drink. 

“Most heavy drinking in the UK, 
especially female, isn’t about 
being a drunken lout. A lot of it’s 
done in ‘civilised’ situations like 
dinner parties or at restaurants,” 
he says. 

“It means people are less likely 
to recognise their drinking habits 
are putting their health at risk. 
Unfortunately binge drinking is 



such an emotive, negative phrase 
now that people don’t listen to any 
advice on drinking at all. 

“You can be damaging your 
health without doing anything 
anyone with common sense would 
describe as bingeing. 

“Heavy episodic drinking can 
cause as much damage, and yet 
you may not get a hangover, 
misbehave or notice any ill 
effects.” 

SAFE DRINKING LIMITS 

■ Men should have no more than 
three to four units of alcohol per 
day (maximum of 21 units per 
week). 


■ Women should have no more 
than two to three units of alcohol 
per day (max 14 units per week). 

■ You can’t save all of the units up 
until the weekend! Try not to 
drink alcohol every day - if you 
are a moderately heavy drinker 
give yourself a rest for at least a 
couple of days a week. 

■ A guide to drinks: one pint of 
ordinary strength lager/cider/ 
bitter: two units; one pint of 
strong lager: three units; one 
175ml (medium) glass of red or 
white wine: around two units; one 
pub measure of spirits: one unit; 
one alcopop: one and a half units.

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Residents slam 
parking system 


ELY residents un¬ 
able to park free of 
charge because of 
the city’s “back¬ 
ward” parking sys¬ 
tem are furious after 
councillors again 
failed to come up 
with a solution. 

People currently have 
to move their car twice a 
day to avoid a £30 parking 
ticket and 90-minute 
parking restrictions in 
the city centre between 
8am and 10am prevent 
residents from leaving 
their car anywhere free 
for a 24-hour period. 

Residents, especially of 
Broad Street and Silver 
Street, are calling on 
special parking permits 
which would give them 
priority over commuters, 
shoppers and tourists. 

But at an environment 
and transport committee 
meeting conservative 
councillors agreed to 
delay any decision until 
decriminalisation of 
parking has been decided 
on. 

In Cambridge, parking 
tickets are issued by the 
city council but else¬ 
where, the police have the 
responsibility

the county council and 
local authorities have 
been trying to make a 
decision on Ely’s parking 
system, with frustrated 
residents having the 
support of the police. 

Now councillors have 
set up a “decriminal¬ 
isation working party” 
which will meet for at 
least six months, leaving 
residents waiting even 
longer for any changes to 
be made. 

An angry Silver Street 
resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: 
“These councillors 
should be ashamed of 
themselves - so many 
residents cannot even 
park in their own city for 
free because of this 
ridiculous, backward 
system and once again we 
are left waiting.” 

The delayed decision 
comes after an expensive 
survey was recently 
carried out, in which 
residents admitted they 
would even pay up to £100 
for a permit. 

Locals are also up in 
arms after councillors 
voted to allow guest 


houses permanent busi¬ 
ness permits for guests to 
use. 

Another resident, of 
Broad Street, said: “It 
seems that taxpayers like 
myself are given the raw 
deal. Our councillors 
need to listen to us and 
not drag their heels on 
the issue.” 

But Cllr Fred Brown, 
leader of the council, said 
it was a problem across 
the whole of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

He said: “We need to 
look at the whole district 
and not just Ely 

“We do not want 
residents to be upset and 
feel that nothing is being 
done about parking as 
that is not the case. 

“Changes need to be for 
the long term and I am 
positive that next year 
positive changes will be 
in place. 

“We are in talks with 
the county council and 
any developments will be 
discussed at the next 
meeting.” 

The meeting also saw 
the city’s Angel Drove 
park and ride scheme 
thrown out through lack 
of use, less than a year 
after it was launched.

THERE’S an alternative 
to the traditional festive 
panto on offer at The 
Junction in Cambridge 
this month, with an Iraqi 
variant of the tale of 
Aladdin.

“It’s a hard thing to describe 
but people seem to genuinely 
love it. It’s definitely accessible 
and not at all arty and difficult. 
And also it’s very beautiful and 
a little bit scary too.”

New Ka is far more glamorous 


THANKS to the advent of 
powerful computers car 
development has been 
speeded up no end in recent 
years. You’ve probably 
noticed the trend for cars to 
be replaced with increasing 
regularity - three or four 
years is now the norm if 
you want to stay 
competitive. 

With that in mind consider the 
humble Ford Ka. When all around 
it in the Blue Oval’s stable has 
been replaced many times over 
since the city runabout’s 1996 
launch, save for a few minor 
cosmetic tweaks Ford’s low cost 
urban mover hasn’t changed a bit. 
If there was any car that 
epitomised the “If it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it” mantra it was the Ka. 

The trouble was, the Ka was so 
good at its job that Ford was 
reluctant to “fix it” and introduce 
something new that would

genuinely move the game forward. 
However, with an increasing 
number of small cars finding 
favour with cash and space¬ 
conscious buyers, getting ahead of 
the game once again was the 
priority. 

With the new family “look” now 
firmly established with the latest 
Fiesta, it was entirely predictable 
that Ford’s smallest offering would 
share the same edgy, racy and 
contemporary design. This second 
generation Ka’s rakish and 
upright stance positions it above 
the generic soap-bar shapes of its 
closest rivals. 

The same is true inside the Ka, 
with the overall ambience one 
that’s a million miles away from 
the initially cheap and cheerful 
interior of the original. Second 
time around and it’s a lot more 
glamorous - plush upholstery has 
been combined with high grade 
plastics to create cabin that’s more 
closely aligned with the Mondeo 
and Focus than some bargain 
basement runabout. 

And it’s fair to say that it all 
works rather well. The 
combination of plush interior, 
sensibly placed switchgear and 
clear instruments all add

considerable 
value to the 
ownership 
experience. 

The claim that 
you can get 
two adults in 
the back - this 
Ka remains a 
three-door 
hatch - is 
largely a 
genuine one 
and the car’s 
sloping roof 
doesn’t unduly 
impact on 
headroom. 

Further back 
you’ve got a 

decent sized boot for a car of this 
size, while the rear seats either 
fold as a bench or split and fold 
depending on the model selected. 

The revisions continue under 
the Ka’s bonnet, with a new petrol- 
diesel pairing making an 
appearance in 1.2 and 1.3-litre 
guise respectively. Both come with 
a five-speed manual gearbox as 
standard, with the shift lever 
mounted high up on the fascia for 
added convenience. 

Historically city cars have been 
associated with small capacity 
petrol units, and the Ka’s 67bhp 
motor proves more than adequate. 
Its smooth and quiet character 
makes it ideal for urban motoring, 
while its economy and C02 
credentials should endear it to 
both private and company drivers. 

Overall the driving experience 
is an enjoyable one, with Ford 


demonstrating that despite the 
car’s grown-up and more refined 
character it’s still possible to have 
some fun when behind the wheel. 

The previous model might have 
been a surprise hit with the keen 
drivers, but it’s hoped that this 
model will be equally popular with 
fashion-conscious buyers. No 
longer a modestly trimmed 
conveyance, this Ka can be had in 
a number of jolly exterior colours 
with cabin trim and fabrics to 
match. 

Furthermore, both the interior 
and exterior can be selected in a 
trio of style packs over and above 
the conventional Studio, Style, 
Style Plus and Zetec trim levels. 

Basically
